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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

3. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

4. Claims 14-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
WO 96/01245. The reference discloses polyalkoxylated terpene derivatives, such as 
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Formula (A) in the abstract. The degree of propoxylation, p, is 1-20, with a most 
preferred range of 1-3, inclusive (p. 5, line 20); the degree of ethoxylation, q, is 1-200, 
with a most preferred range of 1-10, inclusive (p. 6, line 1). The alkoxylated products are 
degreasing surfactants which do not produce foam (p. 7, lines 25+). Their utility for 
degreasing metallic surfaces is disclosed at p. 17, lines 18-19. Dilution with water is 
disclosed in the examples. Determination of the optimal concentration of a known 
surfactant in water is an ordinary expedient, and therefore obvious to do. This reference 
differs from the claimed subject matter in that it does not disclose a composition which 
reads on applicant's claims with sufficient specificity to constitute anticipation. 

It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to make such a 
composition, because this reference teaches that all of the ingredients recited by 
applicants are suitable for inclusion in a surfactant composition. The person of ordinary 
skill in the surfactant art would expect the recited compositions to have properties 
similar to those compositions which are exemplified, absent a showing to the contrary. 

In the case where the claimed ranges overlap or lie inside ranges disclosed by 
the prior art, a prima facie case of obviousness exists. In re Wertheim, 541 F.2d 257, 
191 USPQ 90 (CCPA 1976); In re Woodruff, 919 F.2d 1575, 16 USPQ2d 1934 (Fed Cir. 
1990). 

The data in applicant's specification have been carefully considered, but they are 
not sufficient to demonstrate unexpected properties. The claimed ranges of ethoxylation 
and propoxylation fall squarely within the ranges disclosed as most preferable in the 
prior art. This places a great burden of proof on applicant, as the disclosure borders on 
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anticipation. Examples 3 and 4 do not present a comparison with the closest prior art, 
so they are not persuasive. In Example 2, Compound 1 is a little bit better than 
compound 8, but "a little better" is not persuasive evidence of unexpected properties. 
Likewise, 3 is a little better than 9. And no data regarding the criticality of the degree of 
propoxylation have been presented. Furthermore, only data for nopol derivatives have 
been presented, while the claims embrace 7 other structures. As the data do not 
provide evidence of anything truly unexpected, nor are they commensurate in scope 
with what has been claimed, they are not persuasive.
